It is believed by ~ many 
observers that the tribunal was set 
up, not to examine evidence and 
come to a. decision, but to marshal 
evidence which would confirm the 
opinions already held by the partici- 
pants. . 

The Stockholm newspaper 
Expressen, taking the attitude that 
‘the. “verdict was reached in 
advance,” adds: “The sessions have 


provided valuable information —~ 


not about Vietnam but about the 
tribunal.” 

Actually, today’s decision of the 
tribunal will be the least important 
thing about it. Of greater interest” 
has been the reaction of various 
countries in which it was sought to 
hold the sittings. The dominating 
factor was the feeling that a coun- 
trv which played host to the 
tribunal's activities would place 
itself in the position of offending 


the. president of the United States, 
against whom the main barbs of the 
proceedings were directed, And the 
desire of the tribunal to spread its 
meetings over more than one coun- 
trv added to the embarrassment. 

France took a dim view of the 
prospects, Uruguay turned down an 
application, and Sweden was very 
réluctant in finally giving its per- 
mission, Premier Erlander is aware 
that President Johnson has voiced 
sharp criticism of Sweden's action, 
and that it could result in harm to 
relations between the two countries. 
But there was another issue at stake 

- that of free speech, and Mr. 
Erlander and his officials have up- 
held the right to free assembly and 
speech in their country. 

This demonstration, in fact, 
emerges as the only admirable 
feature of the entire incident, and 
the Swedish administration must 
be credited with courageous adher- 
ence to a principle.. Against this 
background the Bertrand Russell 
charade, however noble its inten- 
tions, appears merely as another 
example of a fundamental right in 
action. Its decision is of . little 
moment since it will have no in- 
fluence on the United States prose- 
cution of the war, and is not likely 
to alter one way or another the 
firm opinions of those who support 
or condemn the United States pre- 
dicament in Vietnam and its tragic 
consequences. 


Wider Trade Essential 


HE LATEST CANADIAN 

trade figures, for March and for 

the first quarter of this year, show 

steady growth in most sectors and 

a welcome strong upsurge, inthe 

trade surplus compared with the 
same periods last year. 


Most noticeable was the greatly 
expanded importance of trade with 
the United States and diminution of 
trade with Britain and the Com- 
monwealth countries, particularly in 
March. While exports to the United 
States in that month were up by 
&.8 per cent from the previous year 
and imports of American goods up 


States in the first quarter, for In- 
stance, were over $1.6 billions while 
British and Commonwealth coun- 
tries bought only $285 millions 
worth of Canadian goods. And 
while American sales in this coun- 
try hit. almost $1.9 billions, we 
bought only $151 millions from 
Britain and the Commonwealth. 
The lop-sided Canada - United 
States trade figures, compared with 
the figures for Canadian trade with 


‘Commonwealth countries (and other 


nations of the world) should bring 
into focus the crucial nature of both 
the Kennedy Round talks and the 
possibility of Britain's entering the 


by 4.9 per cent, the British and ~"Buregenn Common Market. Only 


Commonwealth classifications were 
off by 3.5 and 12.7 per cent respec- 
tively. For the first quarter Cana- 
dian exports to the United States 
were up by 22 per cent over last 
year while exports to Britain and 
Commonwealth increased by only 
5.1 per cent. And on the other side 
of the ledger, while American im- 
ports were higher in the period by 
15.9 per cent, British and Com- 
monwealth imports were down by 
6.1 per cent. 


The contrast is even more strik- 
ing when expressed in dollar terms. 
Canadian exports to the United 


the fact that Canada successfully 
sells a good deal more to the rest 
of the world than it buys enables 
us to pay for heavy deficits we in- 
cur in trade with the United States. 
In the first quarter of the year this 
deficit amounted to $231 millions 
and was more than covered by our 
surplus of $336 millions with other 
countries. If events should conspire 
to lock Canada into a situation 
where its exports, other than to the 
United States, are restricted by 


tariff barriers or exclusive trading ‘ 


blocs, that deficit in our American 
trade would not be easy to cover. 


When the Salmon Run 


EDERAL FISHERIES AU- 

thorities have imposed certain 
restrictions on commercial salmon 
operators at the western end of Juan 
de Fuca; Strait, but whether they 
will effectively meet the requests 
of sports fishermen remains to be 
seen. The proof will not be furnish- 
ed until the late summer-early fall 
runs begin. 

Only at that time will the 
anglers know if sufficient salmon 
are getting through to make non- 
commercial trolling a worthwhile 
activity of the south end of. the 
Island. The issue is important be- 
cause good recreational fishing is 
an impressive tourist attraction as 
well as a source of business fo a 


number of our merchants who 


cater to the sports fisherman. 


Proof of that point seems to be 
established by another recent an- 
nouncement by the same federal au- 
thorities who offered the south Van- 
couver Island saltwater fishermen 
the present compromise in response 
to strong demands. 


The announcement stated that 
the federal department is consider- 
ing reserving salmon and herring 
resources of the Vancouver-Howe 
Sound area for recreational use. If 
recreational fishing is important 
enough for that action in the Van- 
couver-Howe Sound region, it can 
scarcely be neglected here.

Seeking a Constructive Middle Party 


R, PETER NEWMAN, inspired to a 
fine frenzy by his visit to Mont- 
real, sees in Expo 67 the proof that 
Canadians can do almost anything, once 
they put their minds 
to it, No doubt this is k 
true, as demonstrat. © 
ed_in other tests — 
Confederation itself, | 
for example, the 
building of the CPR 
and several wars. 
But a world's fair, 
no matter how 
splendid, is rather 
different from the 
management of a 
nation, not merely in size but in kind, 
for an obvious reason. 

In the fair we put our minds to jt with 
astounding results (not the least being 
the Anglo Saxon discovery that French 
Canadians havea special genius for this 
sort of thing.) In national government, 
however, there is no similar unanimity, 
no such meeting of minds. 

A group of brilliant men can design 
buildings and exhibits to delight the 
world because they know precisely what 
they want and have all the money they 
require, The trouble with Mr. Newman's 
hopeful conclusion is that no political 
party in Parliament knows what it wants 
or has unlimited funds. All parties 
promise to rebuild the nation on grand 
and noble lines like the fair but, for the 
moment anyway, they agree on nothing 
basic, not even on the first crude 
blueprint. If the men of Montreal had 
been as confused ax the men of Ottawa 
there would be no fair at all. 

The visitor can reach the fair quickly 
and conveniently on a monorail but a 
democracy, except in times of imme 
diate peril, moves at the speed of those 
creaking ox carts that carried the first 
settlers to the prairies, without a map. 
And the common delusion is to suppose 
that a free society can move in any 
other way. 


By Fits and Starts” 


It moves by fits and starts as it 
encounters smooth ground or mudholes, 
At the present time our political system 
is stuck in a mudhole peculiarly deep 
and difficult to escape. But we must not 
blame only the system. We must. also 
blame ourselves, of whom the system is 
the accurate reflection. 

If one were to analyze the muddled 
Canadian mind it could be divided 
roughly into three categories cutting 
straight across party lines or ignoring 
them altogether. 

There is, first, a substantia) but 
dwindling group, usually old and affluent, 
who imagine that society can and should 
be frozen in its existing shape; better 
still, that it can be thawed and re-frozen 
into the shape of the nineteenth century, 
the good old days which, for most 
people, were very bad. King Canute is 
the patron saint of this congregation. 

A second group, found within all 
parties, holds the opposite notion that 
society, like the naked site of the fair, 
can be suddenly covered with - lofty, 
glittering structures wherein everyone 
will be healthy, wealthy and wise. For 
this purpose we need only spend enough 
money, hire the right architects and let 
them do as they please. Candidates for 
the job are not lacking in all parties and 
outside them. 7 

These people, usually young, poor and 
idealistic, provide the yeast in any 
society, an Invaluable element, and the 
most articulate element. They belong for 
the most part to the new generation 
which will soon take power, and with the 
responsibility of power, may change 
their minds considerably when they face 
the hard facts of_life. 

The two opposite elements, one vainly 
determined to reverse history and the 


other to speed it up, even at the risk of 
serious accident, are still minorities. The 
majority will not be found in either 
camp, or in any party. Most Canadians, 
I believe, have realized that society, here 
as everywhere will not stand motionless 
or retreat on Canute's instructions and, 
like the human organism, must-grow and 
change perpetually. Yet most Canadians 
are dubious of instant, easy miracles, 
and especially of their cost in taxes. 

Between the extremes the central 
lack in Canadian politics is a party 
whieh can amalgamate the demand for 
change and improvement with the 
nation’s actual means and desires —- the 
lack, in short, of a middle party 
expressing a broad, majority consensus, 
Such a party and no other can unify a 
divided nation and move it forward in 
orderly fashion without a crash at a 
tolerable pace. 

Thus there is a great opportunity 
today for politicians with a true sense of 
timing, means and perspective, a 
vacuum to be filled, and an election to 
be won decisively, as no election has 
been won since 1958 when victory soon 
turned to ashes. And thus, ft seems to 
me, the future will belong to the leader

and party able to oceupy the middle 
ground, the natural ground for democ- 
racy. 

No leader or party has occupied it for 
many years. Consequently none  com- 
mands the nation’s general confidence, 
without which none of our basic 
‘problems can” be-soived. Or; using Mr. 
Newman's vivid metaphor, we have yet 
to decide what kind of fair we wish to 
bulld, not_ for six months of celebration 
but for the nek? decade or longer. 

Expo 67, a genuine Canadian triumph, 
should tell us that we can apply our 
native talents successfully to something 
much more important, but in polities, ao 
far, we have devised no more than the 
rudimentary design for a tower of Babel. 
We haven't even cleared the site yet and 
the current politioal debate has littered 
it with unnecessary rubble. 

Nevertheless, the debate is not 
wasted. It proves beyond doubt that we 
possess an ardent collective will to build, 
whenever we put our minds to it. 
Perhaps we should do so while the fair is 
still open — an outward guaranteesof our 
inward capacities, a symbol large and 
plain enough for everyone to see and 
understand.

IN THE CASPIAN SEA?

A major surgical operation 
on nature is planned in the 
Soviet Union; the diversion of 
two large rivers over a 
watershed to reinforce the 
Volga and so sustain the level 


of the Caspian Sea. 


This project is intended to 
offset an alarming decline in 
the level of the Caspian, and a 
prospective threat to the 
immensely important fisheries 
of its shallow northern waters, 
which abound in salmon, 
and are reckoned to produce 
more than a third of all the 
fish caught in the Soviet 
Union. 

The Caspian has varied in 
depth before this, but not so 
threateningly. For a century 
it was to rise and 
fall with a maximum range of 
four feet. 


8 Feet Lower 

A more constant decline 
began about 30 years ago, and 
has lowered the water level 
by eight feet and turned 
nearly 12,000 square miles of 
lake bottom into dry land. 
This may have its uses, but 
not for breeding fish. 

The Pechora rises in the 
Ural Mountains, at an eleva- 
tion which should give it a 
useful impetus southwards 
once the watershed has been 
breached. But both it and its 
companion in succour, the 
Vychegda, are already busy 
rivers, much used for floating 
timber down to the northern 
coast.

Agriculture 
may, for instance, be absorb- 
ing water which once ran off 
into the rivers. You cannot 
use the same water both to 
nourish potatoes and to house 
fish.

Is the-tide which has been running against the two old- 
line political parties, and in favor of the New Democratic 
Party since last summer, beginning to turn? Or is it just a 
wave? 

Experienced poll-watchers will agree that it is far too 
early to come to rigid conclusions, but the facts, from the 
latest national political survey by The Institute, show that 


the Progressive Conservative party has made some gains since 
the last study in February, and that the NDP's upward trend, 
a conspicuous feature of the Gallup Poll since last fall, has 


édged downward.

Only future Gallup Polls can reveal how significant the 
four point gain for the PCs is. Regular Gallup political sur- 
veys are not geared to give reliable percentage figures for 
various provinces, but there is evidence for believing that much 
of the Conservative gain stems from the province of Quebec — a 
traditionally turbulent sea for opinion samplers. 


Another point of interest in the Poll's latest results is the 
unusually large number of undecided voters. This all-important 
block of electors now numbers more than one in every three 
voters, Experience has shown that these are not necessarily 
the non-voters, and that their election-eve decisions can greatly 
influence the outcome of an election.

McCreight was a native of 
Ireland having been born in 
1827 in County Tyrone. Shortly 
after his call to the Irish bar 
in 1852 he emigrated to 
Australia where he practiced 
law in Melbourne. In 1860 he 
arrived in Victoria and soon 
established a hucrative legal 
practice, serving both the 
Island and mainiand colonies. 
He took no active part In the 
political life of the calomy but 
was known to be a supporter 
of Confederation with Canada 
and this coupled with his 
competency, presumably

1872 McCreight also ceased to 
be attorney general, but- he 
continued as a private mem- 
“ber in the Legislature but-did 
not seek re-election in 1875. In 
1880 he was appointed to the 
Supreme Court of _ British 
Columbia and served with 
distinction on the bench until 
1897. Following his retirement 
he returned to the old country 
and died at Hastings,

OTTAWA -- British Columbia sports organizations will be 
consulted again before any final federal decision is made on a 
net-free salmon boundary in the Straits of Juan de Fuca

Mr. Robichaud said he had received a number of ftlegrams 
from various sports orgenizations, and a meeting had already 
taken place between their representatives and fisheries 
department officials. 

“While no definite decision has heen reached, the matter is 
under study and at this t'me IT can give assurances that a 
further meeting will be held before a decision is reached," the 
minister said. 

To date, the department has proposed a net-free boundary to 
extend east from Sherringham Point on Vancouver Island, 
where no commercial salmun fishing would be allowed. 

The Conservation Society has been urging that the boundary 
be moved a further three miles west to Glacier Point (Point No 
Point).

Such transfusions have been 
saving about a third of the 
fetuses which otherwise might 
have died. In order to make 
the child's abdominal cavity 
visible, a little chemical, 
which shows up with X-rays, 
is injected into the amniotic 
sac. Some of this material is 
swallowed by the fetus, and 
then it appears in its bowel. 
As I said, the blood that is 
given is injected into the 
abdominal cavity of the fetus. 

Another much simpler, 
much easier to use, and 
apparently successful treat- 
ment, is one in which the 
mother who could have Rh 
positive babies is given a dose 
of a certain gamma globulin 
which tends to protect her 
body from disaster. There is 
also another substance that 
can be injected to keep the 


| mother from becoming highly 
resistant to Rh positive blood.
